Destruction By Fire : 


WIDESPREAD DESTRUCTION IS CAUSED in this country every 
year through fire. These losses are measured not only in dollars, but in 
human lives, and one of the most regrettable facts in connection with the 
whole problem is that many of these losses could be averted, Events have 
shown that although every effort has been made to educate the public in 
the matter of fire prevéntion,-in many instances, tragic fires have proven 
to be the results of carelessness and disregard of fundamental rules of 
“patety, Rece nt surveys have shown that fire losses in Canada are increasing 
each yeat, In 1946 they were 12 per cent, higher than in the preceding 
year, and the increase over a period of five years was estimated to be about 

55 per cent 
* 


In 1946 it was reported that 408 people lost their lives 
in Canada because of fires, In that year there were 
55,400 fires in the Dominion and of these 41,005, which 
made up nearly 80 per cent. of the total, destroyed 
residential property. This would be a serious loss at any time, and is espe- 
cially so now, in view of the shortage of homes. It was estimated that the 
number of residences destroyed or damaged by fire in 1946, would provide 
shelter for 200,000 persons. The damage done to commercial property, and 
the losses caused by forest fires were not reported but it is known that each 
year there are large fires in stores, warchouses and factories throughout the 
country, and there is seldom a year when some part of our forest wealth is 
not destroyed by fire. 


Serious Loss 
Of Property 


Although fires are not confined to any one season of 
Frequent In the year, many of the worst fires do occur here in the 
Winter Time winter time, and frequently in the most severe weath- 

er, when heating systems are overtaxed, or inflam- 
mable objects are placed too close to heating units. Too often victims of 
fires in residential .buildings are helpless children, and each winter many 
pitifut accidents of this kind are reported from all parts of the- country. 
When lack of regard for safety rules, with which everyone should be famil- 
iar, result in fires which destroy life and property, the tragedy is doubly 
regrettable, and it appears that many of the mounting number of fires 
which occur in this country each year are the result of carelessness and 
disregard of proper precautjonary measures.

amount of research needed is stag- 
gering. 

That's what a newspaper corres- 
;pondent found when he called at the | 
|proposed site to get a story. Jim 
|McMorine, P.F.R.A., engineer in 
|charge of the scheme, said that at 
|least two years would be needed be-| 
|fore the site could finally be pro-| 
|nounced suitable in every way and 
|that four years of work had already 
|been spent on the project. 

The layman finds it difficult to ap- 
| preciate the magnitude of the under- 
| taking. Out on the site, just where! 
lthe Coteau creek enters the river | 
| (now designated simply as ‘Site No. | 
10”), the broad river ambles through | 
sand banks, sluggish and yellow at) 
this time of the year. It isn’t easy 
to conjure up a vision of a dam 210 
feet high, a mile long at the crest. 
Such a structure, say the engineers 
would be among the largest earth- 
filled 4ams in the world. On decount 
‘of its size, problems come in® large 
doses, 
| Location Is Problem 

Primary business of locating the 
dam ‘is at present the chief problem 
|of the engineering staff of Prairie | 
|Farm Rehabilitation administration. 
| Geological studies on_ practically | 
every square foot of the river bed 
eventually to be covered by the dam 
|structure are being made, and the 
suitability of the material under the 
silt of the bed will eventually deter- 
mine where the dam may be built. 
| Site No. 10, 12 river miles from 
|the town of Outlook, appears at. the 
|moment the likely choice. Yet, irre- 
{gular deposits in old channels of the 
} river may rule out the site, other- 
jwise suitable. At No. 10, the banks 
jare high and a dam built between 
them would provide maximum stor- 
age. Farther downstream at Site 
No. 8, certain factors, including low- 
jer banks, would call for a much low- 
ler dam and consequent reduction in 
water storage. 

Present investigations include the 
drilling of deep holes across the river 
|bed and up on the banks. Material 
| brought up by the drills is carefully 
examined, and lengthy reports made 
on their content. The important 
thing, atcording to Jim McMorine, 


boss of the project, is to be sure 


the. site chosen will bear the weight 
of the 35,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth that will go into the huge 
structure: 

You learn some remarkable things 
about earth dams from P.F.R.A, men 
at the site. For instance, you learn 
that a terrific amount of seepage 
must be expected through an earth- 
fill dam. Seepage will follow a cer- 
tain. known pattern, in accordance 
|with a clearly defined line through 
|the structure called the “hydraulic 
|gradient”. To check such seepage, 
Mr. McCorine said it was likely that 
“sheet piling’ would be used, run- 
|ning vertically through the core of 
ithe dam, cutting through the hy- 
|draulic gradient, and raising above 
it. This would consist of a sheet 
| metal wall, a sort of dam within a 
dam, sunk perhaps 100 feet or more 
beneath the level of the river bed. 
The big dam at Fort Peck, Mon- 
tana, employs the principle of sheet 
| piling successfully, and P.F.R.A. en- 
\gineers are studying this with a 
view to the possibility of adapting 
\the idea to the South Saskatchewan 
| project.

How To Keep Apples 


Eskimos Forsake 
Kayaks For The 
Motor Boat 


SWIFT CURRENT, Sask. — The 
motor boat is replacing thé kayak 
and the tent and dfiftwood hut are 
squeezing the igloo out of Canada’s 
vast Arctic northland, 

Harry: Hargrave, of the staff of 
the Dominion Experimental Station 
here, spent six weeks this summer 
in the far north investigating the 
more than 7,000 head of reindeer the 
Canadian government brought in 
from Alaska severa] years ago to 
help provide food and clothing for 
the Eskimos. 

But the Eskimos weren’t particu- 
larly interested, Mr. Hargrave found. 
Many of them were taking more 
than $5,000 «a season from the sale 
of-furs and refused to take on the 
added . responsibility cf a _ reindeer 
herd, even if it would, as the gov- 
ernment assured them, stabilize theit 
economy. 

The dog team still was prevalent 
throughout the north, but the igloo 
was only used while travelling. Nor- 
mally Eskimos lived in tents or huts 
made from driftwood that fills the 
rivers each spring. 

It took six years—from 1929 to 
1935—for the original herd of 2,475 
to be rounded up and herded from 
Alaska to Aklavik, near the mouth 
of the Mackenzie river. The govern- 
ment’s plan was for the Eskimos and 
Indians to borrow several hundred 
head from the central herd and re- 
place them in a few years when their 
own herds became sufficiently large.

The main crop is potatoes, 


Experiment To Solve 
Problem Of Heating 


Twenty London families and 30 


scientists will help solve the problem | 


of keeping the homes of Britain 
warm with the smallest possible 
amount of fuel, At Abbots Langley, 
in southérn England, 20 experimental 
houses have been built. Each has 
been fitted with modern heating de- 
vices—the latest in gas and electric 
fires, radiators, special insulating fit- 
tings and the newest types of central 


heating. Each room has instruments | 


which record temperatures day and 
night. Scientists will test them and 
will record the fuel used to heat each 
room in each house. As the scien- 
tists finish and move out, families 
chosen by the local council move in, 
To prevent them being self-conscious 
of the experiment, only unobtrusive 
instruments will remain, but an elec- 
tric cable will run from each house 
to a recording hut where the scien- 
tists will continue to take down 
data. ‘Competition for the new houses 
is intense—the 20 families will con- 
tinue to live jn comfort in the per- 
fectly heated houses after the experi- 
ments are over!

While an ice house need not be ex- 
pensive, it is wise to observe such 
points as will help the owner to keep 
as large an amount as possible of 
the ice he stores and which will pre- 
vent an unduly short life for the 
building. The essential features of 
an ice house are: 1. Good drainage 
from_under the ice pile. 2. Sufficient 
insulation around the ice pile to pre- 
vent excessive loss from melting. 
8. Good circulation of air over the 
ice pile under the roof of the build- 
ing. 

The plans show how these essen- 
tials are taken care of. For drain- 


age it is wise to provide porous fill!

A new 
method for producing rain—em- 
ploying ordinary water rather 
than dry ice to coax precipita- 
} tion out of clouds—was announc- 
ed by a General Electric Co. 
scientist, 
‘ Dr. Irving Langmuir told the 
| National Academy of Sciences 
| that water, dispensed in small 
| quantities into actively growing 
} cumulus clouds, could initiate a 
| “chain -reaction” rainfall from
